Twenty-four years ngo #he
married Sir Heory Meux, who waa 1he
principal pariner in the great brewliog firm
of Meux & Co., the lpcome of whigh &
about 31,225,000 a year, Bir Henry had an
affliction which prevented his golng Into
pociety, and during her whole married life,
which terminated with his death about five
yaars ago, bis wife was his devoted ouise,

They Itved at their splendid country
house, Theobulds Park, in almost complete
seclusion. Lady Meux's malden name as

The following representative state-
ments have bheen given exclusively for this
newspaper by the editors of all the im-
portant mewspapers (o Derlin:

Dr. Wilhelm Lauser, editor-in-chief of
the Nord Deutscher Allegemeine Zeituag,
an official organ of the imperial govern.
ment, writes: ‘I belleve that every single
Gorman sincerely wishes and confidently
hopes that Prince Hemry's journey to the
United Siates and the reception awaiting
him thers will vastly comtribute toward
the confirming and drawing closer the
cordisl relatlons which fortunately alveady
exist beatween the two great kindred na-
tlona "

Dr. 8 . Kohner, editar-in-chief of the
Nutlonal Zeltung, the organ of the national
Hberty party In the Relchstag, writes:
"There exist neither anclient hostilities vor
unforgotten hutred to divide the two paoples.
Thoe object of Prince Henry's visit Is to
foster the (dea that good will and friendly
feeling should be preserved belween two
nations which have so many dealings with
each other. Prinoe Heory ls the interprater
of German friendship for America. Thore
I# no doubt that the more Ibntimale ac-
quaintance which will be fermed between
him and the leaders of the Amerioan nation
will exert a beneficent influence oo na-
tlonal relations,

No Need fTor Treaty of Alllance,

““Thera s no peed for a tresty of al-
llence hetween Germany and the American
union. The prince’'s visit anpounces that
we wish to retaln the good relationship
wilh the unlon In the future, and the
reception by people and government and
public opinjon appearing for him on the
Amer{can ground will be a brilllant testi-
mony to the same feelings and hopes on
the party of Americans,'

Dr. Bachmann, editor-in-chief of the
Vesslsche Zeltung, the organ of the radiosl
party, saye: 'l earnestly hope the prince’s
vislt will tend lo cement the relations be-
tween the two countries. This I8 the wish
of all true Germans who love thelr eoun-
try, and wo look with greatest sympathy
on the approaching visit, 1 belleve (it will
produce lasting good."
Dr. Kronsbein, editor of the "Berlin
FPost, the organ of the lmperial conserva-
tives, & seml-oficial government organ,
declares: “The warmest sympathies of the
German nation accompany the prionce on
his visit to America on the way to greet
the greal American oation In the name
of his Imperial brother. Our memory goes
back to two heroes, (eorge Washingion
and Frederick the Great. These men iuo
thelr day Impressed thelr respective
homispheres. Bo long as succeasors of
Frederick wield the scepter with wirdom,
and wo long as the virtue and might of
the father of the union rule the wide
lands of North Amerlea. so long will
German-Americans know only one rivalry,
the rivalry of civilization, with lite im-
measurable treasures. It s not God's wish
that people should aveid one another.. The
sea s the medium which separates yet
unltes us to all lands."

Solldifying Good Relations,

‘Dr.  W. Streit, special editor of the
Boersen Courler, Germany's leading fipan-
slal orgap, eaye: “The «xtraordinary
warmth and soimation with which the
people of the United States are evidenly
prepared (o recelve the prince can: cer-
talnly omnly contribute further toward
solldifying the good relations between ihe
American and German npations, which Is
guarantead by so many mulual intellectual
luteresin,”
Dr. Gradnauer, & member of the Reich-
stag and editor of Vorwaeris, the organ
of the social democrats., observes: ‘''The
Germans are exiremely desirous that the
best relations with the Uplted States
should be striven fer, as belng in the In-
terest of both natiems. Do not, however,
bulld tee much on ihe Jourmey of the
prince. Regard It as mergly an act of
politeness on the part of the kalser, such
&8 he has shows to sevéral other naticns.
Experience proves that such acis of poliis-
neas, though duly apprecliated at the
time, are practicslly develd of besring on
the relationa between the praples of (er-
meny and the other sountry cenesrmed.
Other methods than thig ceuld be found to
foster good relatioas belwern Oermany
and America.'

America Compels Reapect.
Dr. Theodore Barth, leader of the chief
radical party In the Relchstag, notes: *It
Ip gratifylng to see bow much esteem for
Germany exists among the people of the
Upnited Btates. This is of the utmost (m-
portance for Germapy. Therefore, leek
forward with pleasure to an occaslon whiech
will bring together more closely the two
great oountries. We not oaly esteem the
Amarican as & great patlon with astonish-
ing abilitiea, but are forced to belleve that
the olvilizing Influences In the United
States justly compel the attention and the
respect of the entire world. Everything
Is at hand for the cementing of our friemnd-
ship. The visit of Prince Henry will be a
welcome oocaslon for our:government to do
evarything it oam to cherish this frignd-
ship In every directien,'"
